The King and Queen visited 
Agra on Wedoes^. They are 
sdieduled to visit JaqMir and 
Bangabre and spend four days at 
the ooaAal resort of Goa b^ore 
leaving India on Oct Hat the end 
of their nine-(^ virit. 

At the Delhi airport lounge, the 
King and Queen met with 
dignitaries who came to bid them 
faieweD. These included Indian 
cabinet members and senior 
of&ials and their wives. 

Also leaving with the King and 
Queen was the Jordanian 
delqratibn' which aooompanTed 


him on the New Delhi visit. 

Also present at the airport to 
bid farewell to the King and 
Queen were h^ds of diplomatic 
missions. 

The King was accorded an 
official farewell ceremony at the 
airport where he reviewed a guard 
of honour as the array band played 
the natitKial anthems of Jordan 
and India.

PARIS (j^endes) - Out^ing 
Israeli Prim Minister Shimon 
Peres said in an interview 
publi^^ bn Wednesday that a 
oonfederatioo between Israel, 
JonJan and Palestme was the best 
way to bring peace to the Middle 
East. 

"In the fulness of time, as it says 
in the Bible, I believe we must 
reach an Israeli-Palestinian- 
Jordanian ooafederation," Mr. 
Peres told the weekly 
L’evenement du Jeudi. 

“Before reachmg it, there wQl 
probably be several transitional 
stages,” he said. 

The iaterview was published as 
Mr. Peres arrived for a two-day 
visit to France before he hands 
over ^ premiership to Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir under 
their power-sharing “rotatioa.’' 

Mr. Feres said he preferred toe 


three-way link-up, which he 
described as a “functional 
folution.” to territorial solutions 
which have been envisaged by his 
Labour Party. 

The prime minister refused to 
discuss how much “self-rule" he 
envisaged for toe Palestinians, but 
he said no solution was possible 
while th^ were represented by 
the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO).

Chirac: No proof of 
state role in bombings 


PARIS (Agencies) - Prime 
Minister Jacques Chirac said 
Wednesday the French 
govemraent no proof that any 

frtreig n state was iomlicated in the 
wave of bombings miich lulled lU 
people in Paris last month. 

“Nothing permits us to 
ioqificate a foreign state in these 
attadcs. We must judge on toe 
basis of proofs and not of 
suspicions,” Mr. Chirac told the 
Naticmal Assembly at the (^renir^ 
of a ddiate on terrorism. 

The GauIIist premier r^ieated 
earlier pledges that his 
govemraent woiud not give in to 
the demands of the bombers, who 
ate demanding the release of 
suspected Lebanese guerrilla chief 
Geoiges Ibrahim Abdallah and 
two other prisoners from French 
j^. 

“Fiance will not yield to 
bladunail,” Mr. Chirac said to 
ffi^IauK from the benches of toe 
ngbt-wing coition.

MOSCOW (AP) - The Soviet 
Unioa announced on Wednesd^ 
that a proinised withdrawal of six 
of its divisioiis fiom Af^anisian 
would begin Oct. 15 and be 
completed by the end of toe 
month. 

The official news agency TASS 
reported the move in an 
announcement from the Defence 
Ministry. 

No details were given beyond 
saying toe withdrawal was a 
dedsioa of the Soviet leadership 
announced by Mikhail S. 
Goibachev in a speech he gave in 
the FarEastportof VladiitMtokin 
July. 

A month after Mr. 
Goibadiev's speech, Valentin 
Falm , chairnoan of toe nuojber two 
government news ^nt^ Novosti, 
told M that toe withdrawal would 
involve 8,000 or more soldiers, 
including one armoured regiment, 
two motorised rifle raiments and 
three anti-aizcrafi legiments.

Israelis hunt for Gaza assailants 
amid tension and anti- Arab threats

(A^ncies) — Israeli soldiers on 
Wednesday mounted a massive 
search operation in the occupied 
Gaza Str^ to find the assailants 
who stabliMd to death two Israelis 
in the last lU days and tension ran 
h$h along the occupied area amid 
feara of Jewish attacks on Arabs 
and threats by Israeli leaders to 
punish the residents of area for 
anacks on Israelis. 

l^el ordered shopkeepers in 
toe area where a taxi driver was 
killed Tuesday to close theirstores 
for the day. Soldiers searched, 
house-to-house.' ereefed' 
roadblocks and detained dozens 
of Palesiinians. Israel Radio 
reported most of the detainees 
were released after questioning. 

“Our military presence is very 
important right now so they will 
know that this is Israel and we are 
still here,” ore soldier on foot 
told AP. 

Police in Ashkalon urged 
Gazan labourers to stay home 
Wednesday. Angry Israelis threw 
stones at PalesliniaoHiwned cars 
Tuesday, smashing windows and 
forcing the drivers to flee. 


The stabbing on Tuesday was 
the second killing of an Israeli in 
the Gaza Strip in the past lU days. 
Both victims were from the 
Mediterranean port of Ashkalon. 
32 kilometres north of Gaza. 

Violence erupted in the city 
after Tuesday's stabbing, when 
angry residents smashed the 
windows of Palestinian-owned 
cars and shouted “death to toe 
Arabs.” 

The taxi driver was knifed in the 
back when he went to a garage in 
Gaza CiQr to repair his car. 

A (tihior military commander 
told T$fael Radio that both 
siabbmgs were probably carried 
out by the same one or two 
guerrillas operating in Claza. 

“We are going to use all the 
necessary means to find those 
responsible." Israeli Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres said oa 
Israel Radio. 

Palestinian community leaders 
were summoned to Israel's 
military government in Gaza and 
warned that if toe anti-Israel 
attacks pessisted. innocent Gaza 
' residents would suffer, toe Israeli 
news agency said. 


Also Wednesday, two new 
Jewish settlements were 
inaugurated south of Gaza City. 

Thousands of armed Israelis 
participated in Wednesday's 
funeral of the taxi driver. 

The crowd, estimated by 
reporters at 3.UUU people, 
drowned out the mayor of 
Ashkalon as he tried to eulogise 
the dead man. yelling at him 
“Arab lover." Scuffling erupted at 
the graveside when hysterical 
pallbearers shoved aside several 
policemen. 

Deputy Premier David Levy, 
speaking at the opening of the 
settlement of Bdolah. vowed that 
IsraeTs army would do all in its 
power to capture the killers of toe 
two Israelis. 

Interior Minister Yitzhak 
Peretz said at the funeral that 
“IsraeTs enemies should know 
that the government of Israel with 
its long arm will grab every" 
resistance activist. 

The funeral crowd refused to 
allow Ashkalon Mayor Eli Dayan 
to speak.

Tehran students storm 
West German embassy 


Qadhafi urges Libyans 
to mine country’s coast 


TEHRAN (Agencies) - The 
West German embas^ in Tehran 
was besieged on Wednesday by 
several hundred demonstrators 
who stormed into toe grounds and 
attempted to break down toe 
doors, a German diplomat said. 

Securi^ guards fired tear gas to 
repel toe protesters who tried to 
pi^ open the front door wito 
fliers and saws, be told Reuters by 
telroboae. 

Tm Iranian news agency, 
IRNA, said the protesters diarged 
through a barricade of policemen 
firing tear gas. They were wielding 
saws and iron bais and stormed 
toe embassy compound to protest 
the closure of Iran's stand at a 
Frankfurt book foir, IRNA added. 

But the militant students, 
members of the ultra orthodox 
ShTite Muslim Hezbollah (Party 
of God), dispersed without 
entering the main embassy 
bufldmg. toe agfiocy said. 


IRNA said the students from 
Tehran University pushed 
through toe gates and overa fence 
into the gardens of the compound 
“despite police efforts and 
preventive action." 

It said the police fired tear gas, 
but fo3ed to stop the mob. 

^ce inside. IRNA reported, 
the students held prayers on the 
embas^ grounds and chanted 
aoti-t^nnan slogans. 

West Germany's Foreign 
Ministre reported from Bonn that 
nor, . or toe 40-50 peisonnel in the 
enibas^ in Tehran's Ferdowsi 
Avenue were harm^.

Chinese envoy categorically 
denies arms sales to Iran 


Israeli reports of ties with Peking ‘are pure fabrication’

AMMAN ^ Chinese ambassador to Jordan 7 hnng 
Zhen has disiiiissed as “totally baseless and 
unfounded” reports that his country was supplying 
weapons to Iran and rejected as “pure fabrication” 
Israeli media contentions that Peldi^ was movii^ 
towards estabUshing diplomatic relations with the 
Jewish state. 


'‘The Chinese govenimenfs 
stand towards the Ii^-Iraq war is 
veiy clear," said Mr. 2iang. “We 
are strictly neutral in die conflict 
and have always appealed for an 
end to the war throu^ peaoe^ 
negotiations based on conditions 
acceptable to both parties,'' he 
•told the Jordan limes in an 
interview on Tuesday. 

The six-year-old Gulf war, he 
said, “has caused heavy casualties 
on both sides and pos^ a direct 
threat to the countries of the 
region. We appreciate and 
support all fonns of efforts aimed 
at &dins a peaceful end to the 
conffict. 

The Washington Post, in a 
report quoting unidentified 
American officials in late 
September, said that China had 
deUvered at least S300 million 
worth of military hardware, 
including surface-to-air m^es 
and aoti^^ missfles, to Iran ever 
the past six months. China has also 
agreed to supply the Iranians with 
jetfigbters, a Chinese version 
of the MiG-21 and comparable to 
the U.S. F5£, according to the 
Post’s report. The Wa^ington 
Times ran an almost identical 
story a few days later. 

Commenting on these reports, 
Mr. Zhang said: "We too have 
seen these reports and at best they 
could be described as totally 
baseless and unfounded. The 
Chinese government has no 
contract to supply arms to Iran." 

At the he^t of the "war of 
cities” between Iran and Iraq last 
year, unconfirmed rc^rts added 
to ^)eculacion that either Libya, 
whra backs the Iranians in the 
war. or North Korea, with whom 
Tehran maintains dose relations, 
had supplied long-range missiles 
to Iran. Several of the missiles 
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equ^moot to Iran. There have 
also been several similar instances 
in Etiiopo. 

Israel is also believed to be one 
of Iran's suppliers of vital spare 
parts for American equ^mem 
whicdi Tehran acquired during the 
re^ of Shah Ntohanunad Reza 
Pphiavi. who was ousted in 1979.

Arab union opens week-long meeting 
on technology in the cement industry 


AMMAN (Petra) — The Arab

Jordan 
has ei^arked on studies, 
scientific research and 
experiments on improving means 
of employing cement in a variety 
of CDDStTucQon fields, foe minster 
continued. He said that foe 
government has been providing 
materiai help and back^ to the 
Joitian Cement Industries Factory 
Company (JCFIC) in order to 


boost its production and to 
in^iove foe quality of cement 
Hus meeting, ^ added, assumes 
sknificance m view of foe vital 
rme cement plays in construction. 

Also addressing the opening 
session was Prince Sultan Iba 
Mohammad Ibn Saud, chairman 
of the AUCCP board of directors, 
who stressed the need for 
transferring modern technology to 
foe Arab cement industiy. 

The AUCCP's role is becoming 
increasingly important at present 
in view of foe difficult economic 
circumstances foiou^ wltich the 
Arab World is passing and as a 
result of the retreat in Arab 
financial revenues and a reduction 
in development projects. Prince 
Sultan said. He went on to say that 
Arab countries should cooMiate 
and prevent the flooding of Ai^ 
markets with cement imported 
fiom foreign countries. 

JCFIC Director General 
Kbaldoun Al Zaher addressed the

International group puts the question 
of peace as world’s top priority

AMMAN ~ "We demand that 
resources be directed from 
weapon production .to the 
production of food, clofoes, and 
bousing; we want bread instead of 
bombs; we want to know about 
foe willingness of foe leaders of 
the world to work in the spirit of 
. the United Nations," declared an 
inrernational peace group 
currently on a tour of the Middle 
East. 

The group, foe Great Peace 
Journey, is directing five 
fundamental questions (see box) 
to world leaders or foreign affairs 
officials. Mrs. Astrid Emarsson, a 
Swedish member of foe peace 
group, said that out of all foe 
countries they have visited, aU of 
Europe and parts of Africa, none 
of the leaders answered "no" to 
any of the five questions. "Some 
questions went unanswered, but 
none said no." she told the Jordan 
Times. 

Mrs. Leila Halasa, the Great 
Peace Journey’s representative in 
Jordan, said, that they put foe 
questions to Minister of Foreign 
Affairs Secretary General Tayseer 
Toukan who said that the 
questions would be conveyed to 
Fore^ Minister Taher Al Masri. 

.'At the end of the group's visits 
to ..all . the governments of foe 
world and after the questions have 
been ' answered by the United 
States and the Soviet Union, the 
answers wfl] be presented to the 
United. Nations secretary. general 
in. order to formulate an 
international resolution to 
in^lemcDt a just world peace — 
even if it may be a slow process. 


Five fundamental questions from the peoples to 
the governments 

1 . Are you wflling to forbid your country’s defence forces from 
leaving your own oountiys territory ~ if all other U.N. 
countries do the same? 

2. Are you wilting to forbid nuclear weapons and other weapons 
•of mass destruction in your country — if all other UJ4. 
countries do foe same? 

‘3. Are you wflfing to forbid the export of weapons fiom your 
country — if aU ofoer U.N. countries do the same? 

4. Are you wfifing to co-operate in joint action so that clean water, 
food, elementaiy bealfo-care and school education wfll be 
guaranteed to all people in the whole world? 

5. Are you willing to solve future conflicts with other nations 
through peaoe& means, and not through military actions or 
foreats? 


according to Mrs. Einarssoo. 

“ We are saying it is high time to 
abolish war before war abolishes 
the worid. We have waited forty 
years for peace and we, the 
people, will not wait any longer. 
Peace is created by man, and 
mankind can do something to stop 
the wars on eanfa," said Mrs. 
Emarsson. Sie went on to say that 
eveiy human being has the li^t to 
a good life and digm'ty. 

Mrs. Einaissoq believes that all 
foe peoples of the world want 
peace , and that they must now tell 
foe governments what they want. 
"Every person bastfaerighttosay 
and shout "peace." And, if the 
people want peace, fo^ can do it 
because the people are the 
strongest power on earfo," she 
stated. 

The first page of the U.N. 
Charter ratiS^ by all menfliers of 
foe U».says:"Wethepeoplesof 
the United Nations are 
determined to save succeeding 


generations from foe scourge of 
war and to five in peace whb one 
another as good neighbours." 
Mrs. Einarssoa commented: "It is 
our firm conviction that foe 
peoples want their governments to 
keep this promise — so we have to 
put pressure on them." 

She said that this peace journey 
has given people hope for a 
peacefiil future. "The worst thing 
is to take away people’s hope for 
the future. There is always hope, 
but we the people have to work for 
it," she concluded. 

The Great Peace Jouniey was 
esmblifoed in 1982 in Sweden by 
women in peace and women’s 
organisations. Now the Red 
Qtoss, the Save the Childran 
Rind, churches, trade unions, and 
many peace organisations have 
joined the Great Peace Journey, 
and are helping to finance its 
efforts to work towards world 
peace.

Health ministers’ council requests 
full report on plan to establish 
!j>15m Arab hospital in Jerusalem 

Hamzeh returns from executive meetings in Kuwait on 
Arab medical services, pharmaceutical industries 


AMMAN (Petra) — The executive council of Arab 
health minister s, which held its meetings in Kuwait, 
has discussed Jordan’s measures to improve health 
services to Arab citizens in the occupied Arab 
territories within the projected five-year 
development plan for the occupied areas, Health 
Minister Zaid Hamzeh said on Wednesday. 


He said foat the council asked to 
be supplied with a foil report on 
preparations by an Arab national 
oomminee in Jerusalem to set up 
an Arab hospital in the city so that 
the subject can be folly reviewed 
tty Arab and Islamic heads of state 
at the coming Islamic summit due 
in Kuwait early next year. This 
project has to be discussed before 
sufficient funds can be raised for 
the hospitaTs construction, the 
cost of which is estimated at 5 1 5 
million, the minister said in a 
statement upon returning to 
Amman from the meeting in 
Kuwait. 

He said that he was maintaining 
contacts wifo the director general 
of the World Health Organisation 
(WHO) for implementing this 
project in Jerusalem. 

The executive council discussed 
subjects connected with health 
ser\'ices in the Arab WorM. 
including pharmaceutical 
industries, dispensing antibiotics 
without doctors' prescriptions and 
means of establishing a developed 
and integrated pharmaceutical 
Arab industry in order to ensure 
Arab dreg security, the minister 


said. 

The couocD recommended that 
cooperation between Arab 
pharmaceutical industries and 
world health organisations be 
'increased, the minister continued. 

Before attending the council 
meeting. Dr. Hamzeh said he took 
part in a World Health 
Organisation regional committee 
meeting which discussed the 
disease Al DS as part of its toILs on 
a wide range of medical subjects, 
including foe rationalisation of 
consumption of medicines. 

The total number of regtsiered 
medicines in Jordan now stands at 
I2,OOU but a special committee 
has recently recommended 
reducing the number by i ,300 and 
the l-iealfo vlinisoy will abide Ity 
the recommendation in foe near 
future, he said. 

Dr. Hamzeh alsi) said that the 
regional committee 
recommended using scientific, 
rather than commerci^, names for 
medicines and drugs written on 
doctors' prescription, and the 
Health Minispy plans to closely 
cooperate with the Jordanian 
Pharmacists Association in this 


respect. 

'The regional comminee. the 
minister continued, adopted a 
Jordanian proposal to set up 
health councils in member states 
to decide on the development of 
manpower in health-related 
affairs. The regional committee 
also decided to hold its next 
meeting in Baghdad in October 
1987, Dr. Hamzeh said. 

The regional comminee earlier 
heard an appeal from Dr. Hamzeh 
for increasing luefocal assistance 
to the Arab population living 
under Israeli rule. He called on the 
WHO director general to exercise 
pressure m the Israeli authorities 
to issue a licence allowing the 
Arabs to set up an Arab ho^ital in 
occupied Jerusalem and he uiged 
countries in the East 
Mediterranean region to back 
Jordan's demands. 

In his address to foe committee. 
Dr. Hamzeh ^ke in detafl about 
the deteriorating health 
conditions in Israeli-held Arab 
territories and IsraePs closure of 
the Ho^ice Ho^ital last year. He 
also pomted out that foe Israelis 
have not set up a sin^e health 
centre or a meoical institution in 
the Arab region since the 
occupation in 1967. 

Dr. Hamzeh also uig^ member 
countries to cooperate in order to 
fold a solution for the problem of 
unemployed physicians. Dr. 
Hamzeh is accompanied to foe 
meeting by two senior doctors 
from his ministry.

In a statement issued at Arab 
League headquarters, Mr. Klibi 
said the battles between"biDthers 
in arms," now in their ninth day, 
"can only serve foe interests of 
Israel." 

Mr. Klibi said the fighters on 
both sides should devote "all their 


energies in the service of the true 
combat against Israel, for whid) 
our only weapon is unity in foe 
Arab ranks and solidarity of 
action." 

Rival Palestinian fighters 
clashed late on Wednesday at the 
Bouij Al Barajneh refugee camp 
on j^irufs southern outskirts. 
Palestinian sources said at least 
one fighter was killed and three 
were wounded. 

They said foe clash was between 
^ters of the pro-Syrian Pbpular 
Front for the Liberation "of 
PalestiDc-General Command 
^FLP-GC) and others Ityal to 
destine Liberation Oigan^tion 
(PLO) Chairman Yasser Arafat. 

Tbe exchanges of rocket and 
madiine-gun fire erupted at dusk 
in the camp, which has a 
^pulatioD of 12.000. Automatic 
fire still edioed fiom its narrow 
alleys a few hours later. 

Tbe Voice of Lebanon radio 
said five people were killed in the 
fighting.

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Mideast conflicts cast shadows over economic reforms 
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Peres in Paris 

DURING his ciurent visit to France. Israeli Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres presumably hopes to do more important thh^ than attend a 
gala concert at Versaflles in Da\1d Ben-Gurion*s memory and meet 
Oendi govemraat o^ials probably for die last time as premier. 
Indications are that what be actually wants to ik) is to capitahw on the 
strong and- terrorism mood in France, in which Arabs have 
unfortunately been implicated, and to attempt to manipulate this 
mood to JEa^^'s advanls^. 

FoUowiag the recent qiate of terrorist attacks in Paris, in which 
many innocent people have been ehfaer kflJed or injured, and the 
subsequent threats that have been issued almost daily against France 
since then. Peres' job is made all die easier, particularly when the 
terror is ts are makn^ their daims the name of Arab groups and 

Arab (somedmes Middle Eastern) causes. 

The FVench, eqiecially the public, do oot generally undostand or 
would not r^y care to imderstaud that whoever is plaiting bombs in 
their midst is an enemy of Arab causes, even if die murderers are 
themselves Arabs or allege to be. Terrorist attacks have been daimed 
by the Georges Abdullah group. And who is this Geoiges Abdullah 
and his clan? They are Arabs who ail^ to work for tlM Palestinian 
cause. And once ttese Abdullah brothers showed up in their home 
town near Tripoli . the attacks have stopped . This is in fact enough for 
most Frendi pet^le to actually blame Arabs and stop at that. 

This is where Israeli prime minister's props^ jida marhlnp is 
likely to hurt most. We had told you, Ftnnce, of the threat of 
terrorism, he would argue. We told you that the Arittis carried out the 
attacks, and that you should cooperate witii us to e liminate the 
scourge, Peres would say. The Abdullah brodieFs are Maronite 
Mancirts, and tiiey are under the tiiuntii of the Syrians in the north of 
Ldianon. So die Syrians must be in on this, and also the Arab 
H ezboD ahis who have been attacking the French contingoit of 
I^UFTL in Soutii Lebanon. This of course would be Peres* theory. 
Aod naturally he would use it to Israel's advant^. 

Our hope in the Arab W'orld is two-fold. First that Peres would use 
bis last two daysas prime minister m France in seeking ways to further 
the cause of peare in the Middle East rather than in attemptii^ to 
UMdiifise Frendi opinion, both public and official, gainst Arabs. 
After all, France always used its influence to brii^ peace and not 
blooddied hi this area, and, in this reflect, it would indeed do more 
harm to everybody concerned If one side tried to ftiel enaitioiis and 
stra^tfaen the hands of extremists just by making propaganda and 
scorh^ points against the other side. Israd. as French offidais are no 
doubt aware, is the main party, otiio* than Arab or Iranian 
extremists, which stands to gain ^m the consequences of tiie Paris 
boQ^h^; and as such It is also in the Israelis' best interests not to act 
so loud as to make themsdves even more suqiect than they already are 
for the respoosftiiUly of extremist and terrorist activities in France and 
elsewhere. 

Second, it is for the Frendi people themselves, partkulariy for the 
FVendi government, to make a clear difierence between those 
extremist .Arabs who daim the responsibility for the terrorist acts in 
Paris and the peace^ovmg Arab people and oommonities hving 
abroad. This the Froidi have so far dime wdi, but it is iq) to tiiem to 
make the point equally dear to their Israeli guest. 

The Fhadi government, in the midst of the diffiadt sitnation h is 
facing vis-a-vis the issue terrorism and des|Hte all the pressures 
generated by it, would gain our full admiration and reqiect if it also 
chose to tdl POres tiat his country's obstinate policies against 
I^estinian national rights are a continued source for breedh^ 
extremists and ternwists on both sides and woridwide. 

The French are not known for their lack of course and 
independence in pursuing policies and saying their mind about things 
that tiie>' think are right. We both hope and expect them not to be any 
diflimnt this time round.

European officials 
met in a beautiful Sottish resort, 
C^eneagle. to find ways ^halting 
die dixUne of die dollar. As 
expected, only the vaguest news 
cameoutof the conferences, and it 
is not difficult to guess vriiy: the 
big decisbns were made in small 
rooms by small groups of powerful 
men, and oot in the large plenary 
sessions where curious reporters 
could easily find out what was 
being discussed.

Superpowers aim for step 
towards nuclear deal

LONDON — U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan and Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev aim to take a 
new step towards nuclear 
disarmament and to silence 
domestic critics at their hastily 
arranged meeting in . Iceland. 
Western diplomats say. 

Both sides have said they hope 
for substantia] progress towards 
an agreementslashing the number 
of Aeir medium-range nuclear 
missiles (INF). Such an accord 
would be the first to impose major 
reductions in the superpowers' 
nuclear warheads. 

If the meeting in Reykjavik on 
Saturday and Sunday goes weU, it 
could lead to a medium-range 
missile treaty being signed at a 
subsequent summit vdiich Reagan 
and Gorbachev have long 
planned. 

“I think the tentoerature of the 
Reykjavik meeting will be shown 
by whetiier we get dates for the 
summit proper," a West 
European dq>lomat commented. 

Reagan and Gorbachev stated 
at their first summit in Geneva last 
November that they would meet 
again in the Un ited State^is year 
and the Soviet Union year. 
But the Kremlin has insisted that 
solid arms control accords must 
result. 

Moscow and Washington 
suiprised the world when they 
announced the “pre-rammit” a 
week ago, just after agreeing 
terms for releasing Nicholas 
Danlloff, an American journalist 
arrested in Moscow on spy charges 
on August 30. 

The announcement was seen as 
at least partly intended to draw a 
veil over the Danfloffaffeir. which 
threatened to disrupt superpower 
relations at a time Reagan and 
Gorbachev were keen to improve 
them. 

But speculation has since been 
rife over why die nv»j»tfno was 
called and who stands to gam 
most. Western diplomatssaid diey 
could see advant^es for both 
leaders, but particularly 
Gorbachev. 

If the Reykjavik meeting 
succeeded the Soviet leader could 
claim the credit for suggesting it 
last month. If it failed, dq^lomats 
argued, he could call off ttie 
subsequent summit and tell 
Kremhn doubters on his arms 
control concessions tiiat Re^^ 
had not reqionded. 

Poiitica] analysts in the United 
States said Regan's Republican 
Party was fikely to benefit from 
summit publicity in coogresaonal 
elections next moutii. 

But they said right-wing critics 
would be waith^ to pounce on a 
failure in Iceland — or on an arms 
control deal tiiey thought gave too 
muefa sway to Moscow. 
right-wingers have already 
criticised the Daniloff deal triiicb 
also mvolved tile release of an 
alleged Sovid^qiy in the United 
Stat». 

Washington officials quickly 
insured Aemseives against the 
possibility of the pre-summit 
adiieving fittle result by plasring 
down expectations. 

The U.S. government 
infonnatioa service last week 
quoted a senior admmistiation 
official as saying the Reykjavik 
jnee^ "will not bring a signed 
INF ^leement and probably will 
not prince a communique." 

On INF, the controversial 
"Euromissiles" tiiat have caused 
such headaches for NATO 
governments-, Moscow and 
Washingioa axe reported to be 
agreed mi holding 100 warheads 
each in Europe, igainst a 
combined total of more than 
1,(KX) curroitiy deployed. 

But tiiele is ao for no agreement 
cn how many SS-20 missiles the| 
Soviet UnicMi could retein in Asia, 
how to verity the cuts, how long an 
agreement ^ould last, or what to 
do diout shorter range mh^es 
outside the INF bracket, officials 
said.

At the same 
time, the Soviet Union won 
Washington's praise for prooqitiy 
reporting an accident to one of its 
nuclear submarines in the 
Atlantic, in contrast to its initial 
reticence over Chernobyl. 

Not the least of the surprises 
about next weekend's pre-summit 
is the choice of IceUmd, one of 
Europe's remotest lands witii few 
facilities for hosting such an event.

course of economies. Qeariy, if 
tiiere should be some major 
diange m thesituationin the Gulf, 
then oil prices could again become 
destabiltted and this wnU have a 
major impact on the world 
economy. 

The challenges whidi these 
eoonomic officials face are easy to 
state. First they must find ways to 
stimulate foe economies of the 
developed countries (foe United 
States, Western Europe, Japan). 
Second th^ must find ways to 
stimulate the economies of the 
d^elopn^ countries so that tiiey 
can mciease their eirorts. And 
thirdly they must stabilise interest 
rates, oil prices, and the value of 
the dollar so that trade between 
the Third and the First Worids 
grows. If tiiey can achieve all 
three, dien ^e d^t crisis will 
become manag^le. 

The American Treasury 
Secretaiy. James Baker accuses 
foe J^anese and the Germans of 


oot stimulating their economies by 
loweriog interest rates. Yet tiie 
real reason they refuse to do so is 
that tiiey are still afiraid great 
trouble win enqit in tiie worid 
leading to a renewal of inflatkxi. 
And foe kind of trouble th^ fear 
most is trouble in the Middle East, 
in foe Gulf or in tiie eastern 
Mediterranean. 

The Europeans want the value 
of the dollar to or even 

rise. They fear major economic 
and polincal crises lymg ahead, 
and a stable international 
monetary system will help 
mitigate die crises. One mi^t 
temenfoer that for many years, 
even after the Israeli inva^oq, foe 
Lebanese pound remained 
amazingly stable. 

If there should, in some 
miraculous way. occur a general 
stabifisaticKi in die Middle East, 
then many of these eoonomic and 
political doubts would vanitii. It 
would be as it was in Southeast 


Asia vfoen foe terriUe Vietnam 
war finally ended. Suddenly tiie 
Southeast Asian economies be^ 

to grow and the general prosperity 

of the r^jon went up. Qeazty 
Wafoington and even Moscow 
would be ddi^ted if sudi a 
ooodttion were to arise. Yetevery 
time we see economic pressure 
from the major countries which 
might encourage such an 
outcome, trouble within the 
Middle East grows. 

There is rising teosioa in 
Lebanon. What wili the new 
Israeli government do? What will 
happen in the Gulf wax? And also 
what will hsqipeo in Afghanistan 
and even in oei^ibouriDg Pakistan 
where internal politic te ns i ons 
arc mounting? The West would 
prefer to see governments in 
powerremain in power. Butin the 
r^kxns oratcemed there are so 
many political currents which 
want to diange the status quo. 

Nevertheless, tiie sfons are 


strong that ^ thMC major 
fifniwmie meetings are eventual 
gong to produce major diairees in 
the West’s economii; ptmes. 

Ihose changes wSlbe: (Oehahm 
die further dedme of the dollar 
and possfoly evco a rise n its 
value. (2) a gradual rire in worid 

commodity pikes led by zbaig oil 

prices, and (3) a gradual 
and maybe even rise 
in the interest rates of foe major 
eotmomic powers. The fint two 
phnngefi wDoId ID priucqtie serve 
to stimulate 'Third World 
eoooomks and oade bctwemi the 
developing and developed 
oountrire. And tiie tiiiid would 
lead to a greater uiflow of foidgii 
capital into -tiie Lhiited States, 
ftranfetting its immense trade 
deficits wfaidi have been seen as 
danKscNia to world eocMiomie 
s^^ty. 

Yet tiie mwertling questions 
keep on «wning from the Middle 
East. 


Reagan and Gorbachev meant to 
negotiate on them they would 
need to be in close contact with 
their officials vdio have been 
discussing arms cuts in Geneva for 
foe past 18 monfos. 

On the other two subjects on 
the Geneva agenda — strategic 
weapons and space arms — there 
has been some convergence in the 
two sides’ proposals but littie sx^ 
of them overcoming basic 
differences of phflosophy. 

Moscow still insists on tying a 
strategic arms agreement to an 
accord blocking Washington's ' 
"Star Wars" missile defence i 
programme which Reagan is . 
determined to pursue. 

Washington has also repeatedly 
rejected Soviet proposals for a 
comprehensive nuclear test ban, 
in which Goibachev has invested 
substantia] political capital by 
maintaining a test moratorium 
since August 6 last year. 

The United States has made 
dear that arms control is not the 
only subject it wants to discuss, 
and says it attaches equal 
impiortance to human rights, 
bilateral relations and the conflict 
of supezpower interests in the 
Third World. 










There is a real chance now to hold Mideast talks’

WASHINGTON - Shimon 
Peres, who is soon to end his term 
as prime minister of Israel, has a 
record to boast about. It would 
serve better if be were going to 
elections in October, not to foe 
foreign ministiy. But it is foe 
LDcud coalition and its leader, 
Yitzhak Shamir, who will be 
reaping the harvest. 

Will Likud now become more 
peaceful, losing some of the 
trigger-happy mentality 
demonstrated by the Sharon war 
in Lebanon? I am not so sure. 
Taking power witii an inqnoved 
economic situation, having' an 
opportunity to push forward witii 
eiqsansionism and finding the 
United States with a dedaied 
polity but no initiative, Lfleud 
could yet be tempted to act. 
Where might a next military EDUDd 
be likely to occur? 

It would not be Sinai, for that 
would destroy Israel's and 
America's diances in foe are^ 
beyond repair. It would not be 
acro^ the Jordan — not after aU 
Jordan has done to seek 
accommodation. So what’s left? 

The Golan. Israel may be 
attracted to strike a blow at Syria's 
new arsenal and at the arrogance 
of S^ia for using its power to veto 
a general settiement. It was the 
only Arab styte to break off 
relations witii Morocco following 
Mr. Peres’s visit diere for tallrs 
with King Hassan. 

But to strike at Syria entails a 


riric of superpower conficontation. 
e^cially as. after foe Damloff 
a^ir, the United States and the 
Soviet Union move toward a thaw. 
Besides, Syria and foe United 
States have been moving closer. 
Syria's efforts to free the 
American hostages in Lebanon 
caimot be disnissed. Bofo Israel 
and the United States not only 
tolerate but encourage Syria to 
have a limzted numberofttoopsin 
Lebanon to help end the fectional 
strife there. 

The pieces of this pu^e do not 
constitute an imminent threat of a 
flareup between Syria and Israel. 
But in the Middle East, 
experience teaches that 
deteiioiation can come i^idly. 
Events cannot be left to chance. 

To ask any of foe parties to give 
iq> positions that have 
dedaied repeatedly is to ask for 
the impossible. Something 
removed from substance needs to 
be broached. To nty mind, foe 
formula is an inteihational 
conference. Mr. Peres and 
President Hbsni Mubarak of 
Egypt agreed to tiie idea on SepL 
12. But foe modalities must be 
worked out 

I believe the oooference tiionld 
be attended ^ all concerned 
parties, including foe Palestine 
Lfoeration Organisation. None 

would be asked to commit himself 

to a certain end, but sinqily to 
partic^te. This is nhat "no 
conditioos’’ should mean. 

The conference would be 
attended Ity foe bjg powers, 
induding the supeipoweis. If the 
conference opened the door of an 
agreement, and good. If not 


w .e no worse off. To the 
oonuaiy, it could help tone down 
tiie rtietoric, hatred and su^idem. 
Both skies would be e:qx>sed 
dbectly to -each otiief’s thmlrmg 
and to tiie pressure of worid 
cqiinioa. 

King Hussein was gd tiie 
course when he picpos^ such a- 
confeioioe. Mtybe the timing was ; 
not opportune. We^ dltamihar' 
with America’s and Israel's 
negative feelings about a 
conference. But m view of the 
thaw between tiie United States 
aod tiie Soviet Union, and the 
ffir^ between Moscow and Tel 
Aviv, the Americans and Israelis 
have reason to look again. 

The items on an ag^a 'would 
deal with substance — 
self-determination , as demanded 
by the ^estmians: United 
Nations Resohition 242, as the 
United States enqifaasises; mutual 
recognition, as proposed by 
Egrot; autononiy tor people and 
notforland, as IJkud wants; the 
exdiai^ of land for peace, as Mr. 
Peres’s Labour Movement 
proposes. 

The United States foould not 
fear that it will gjve die Soviet 
Union an opportunity to reassert 
its influence in tiie area. The 
people of the Arab East have 
proved they are not kemi on 
communisni, nor anxious to 
become stooges or allies of 
Moscow. But to work against their 
i^itiitiate ri^ts and peang fij 
□atkmal goals does not gain 
as friends of the United States 
either. 

Israel caimot saddle the 
proposed conference with 


unrelated problems, sutfo as 
Jewish emigration from tiie Soviet 
Union. No one wishes any ill to 
Soviet Jewry. But it is not wise to 
load the boat beyemd its c^dty. 
Besides, if a step-by-step 
^roioacfa is valid, it should be 
vafid here too. An atmo^ere ctf 
internatioal relaxation is 
';cooduchte.to.udditioaa] give from 
each side. 

- The United States must stop 
looking at tiie Arab East with its 
old eye of polarisation. The area 
has badcalty grown out ctf that 
Todty foe majedty of the Arabs 
and. I dare say, many Israelis 
would prefer to see a United 
Statesfnendty to bofo. The Arabs 
realise that it is not in tiie cards for 
die United States to take theirside 
^ai^ tiie Israelis; many Israelis 
rralise that too. 

The mam influence here has 
been the peace between Israel and 
Egypt, which has wifostood 
dratriaric tests, jnimarQy the war 
ID Ldianoa, Isnmlis can see that 
Egypt has worked as a bridge 
between its Arab brothers and 
Israd. Egypt wants to r^ain Anfo 
reoognhiOD and coopmtioo bat 
not at the eaqieiise of its ties witii 
Israel 

_ The time has come for the 
Reagan administration to 
demonstrate that in the Mkldle 
East it has an active polity of 
engagement. It should be 
additionally encouraged as Egypt 
and Israel resume taliring at the 
highest level.

Wadiington's offidsl view is

China seeks friends, 
everywhere, bat aims for' 
equidistance between the 
superpowers so as not to 
jeopardise its credentials as a 
leading non-afigned, .Third Worid 
state.

MAN’S sense of bumour is 
located in fee right half of the 
cerebral hemisphere, !y«nal««ng 
in the psychosomatic-intuitive 
processing of infbnnation. This is 
not because of this side’s all^edty 
greater emotionality, but beause 
fee left, analytical-logica] side of 
fee brain has no feu^ for die 
riisuidities or double-entendres 
contained in the point ^ a joke. 
Hiis oondusioD is suggested by 
experiments whidi Dr. Manfred 
Oagge atkdProf. Wolfgang Haxtje 
of the Neurological Department, 
Aachen Technical University 
Hb^ital conducted wife patients 
uho bad suffered dama« to fee 
ri^t side of fee brain fc^owing a 
stroke. The leseardiexs desci^ 
feeir eiqierimeats in Cbriieir, a 
medical journal. Bofe patients 
and control persons were* 
presented wife a cartoon and 
three similar but pointless 
drawings. The patients were 
unable to determine which 


drawing was I humorous far more 
faequeatly than normal peiaons or 
patients whose left side of the 
brain was damaged. It was obvious 
feat this inability to realise 
humorous situatkms did not stem 
from reduced emotionality 
because once a cartoon bad been 
identified as fimny they found 
them just as amusing as the other 
test persons did. The American 
psychologist Paul E. McQiee 
concludes from similar 
experiments that the left side of 
fee brain do^edly follows and 
develops a strait t line of thought. 

Humorous or fiinny experiences 
oiigkiate in fee right of the 
cerebrum alone since* fee latter 
has a flair for nonsense and double' 
meanings. The Aadien patients 
also provided proof of this 
assumptioa: when they were told 
fee point of a j<dce fe^ often 
wrote wrong and irrelevant 
rhymes, bat not fee required 
poignant remark — The German 
Research Service, Boon.

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New Zealand yacht nips French 


iss in America’s Cup race 


FREMANTLE, Australia (R) ^ New Zealand KZ7 
Wednesday beat French Kiss by 40 seconds in i'll** 
most exciting duel yet of the America’s Cup 
challei^er eliminations. 


In a gripping fual windwani run 
on the eight leg course. New 
Zealand’s Chris Dickson reeled in 
French skipper Marc Pajot 
gaining 20 seconds in that 
alone. 

"We were right there a number 
of times and finally got to fxit the 
hammer on die nafl right in that 
last two or three hundred yards." 
Dickson told a news conference. 

New Zealand's unbeaten 
fibreglass yadit dubbed “Kiwi 
Magic" leads the standings with 
American Dennis Conner’s Stars 
and Stripes with four points after 
victories Wednesday. 

French Kiss led all the way 
anmnd the 24.S nautical mile 
America's Cup course in shifting 
six to 13 knot winds which made it 
difficult for die yachts to awer 
each other. 

Wind shifts caught New 
Zealand badly in the second leg 
after which it was aimusta minute 
behind, but fix>m then on the shifts 


went New Zealand's way. 

The race was won in a 
sensational tacking duel to the 
finishing gun when New Zealand 
grabbed the lead with a starboard 
tack forcing Pajot to give way. 
Dickson tacked a do 2 en times, 
smothering and outmanoeuvring 
the French. 

"You did a better job than us. it 
was really a difficult race because 
the wind was really shifting and 
you got the last one (wind shift) 
better than us." Pajot told 
Dickson. 

Pajotsaid the race was a chance 
to gauge the speed of the unique 
Tibreglass yacht which the New 
Zealanders claim is more rigid and 
possibly faster than conventional 
aluminium yachts. 

"I am pleased to see that in that 
wind condition plastic boats are- 
not that much faster than an' 
aluminium boat and that we have 
been able b) start before New 
Zealand," Pajot said. 


Cfooner enhanced his bid to 
reclaim the Cup he lost to 
Australia in 1 983 with his fourth 
victory, this time over Britain's 
Harold C^idmore and White 
Crusader by more than a minute. 

The race had a dramatic start 
with White Qusader ahead by j ust 
a second and both yachts changing 
headsaSs Immediately because of 
wind shifts. Conner’s snagged half 


w^ iq> costing him time. 

The most experienced 12-metre 
skippers afloat, Conner and 
Cudmore took different 
approaches to the First leg, the 
former taking the starboard tack 
and die latter the port. 

But the American was ahead by 
23 seconds at the end of the 1^ 
and stayed there although 
Cudmore p^ged the deficit back 
to 16 seconds at the fifth mark. 

John Kolius sailing the New 
York Yadit Club's America 11 
remained undefeated widi three 
points after a lay day with a solid 


I Vi mmute vicloiy over Tom 
Blackaller and the ^ Francisco 
entrant USA. 

America II Thursday faces New 
Zealand in what should be the 
race of the day. 

In other races Canada 11 
outolased diallenge France by 
more than five minutes, Chic^ 
ya^t Heart of America trailed 
Azzurra but came ahead on die 
last to win by 18 seconds, and 
Calil'omian yacht Eagle easily 
defeated ' the ageing two-time 
defender Courageous IV by 
almost 11 minutes. 

New Zealand and Stars and 
Stripes lead the standings with 
four points while America II is 
also undefeated with three 
victories after one lay day. 

Each victory in the 78 first 
round robin races earns one point 
toward the goal of becoming the 
yacht to ch^enge an Australian 
defender for the America's Cup in 
January.

the central English city of 
Coventry. 

Jaguar accounts for about 40 
per cent by value of all cars 
shared out of Britain, a company 
i^kesman said. 

The new models — with either a 
2.9 or 3.6 litre engine — have 
been launched in time for next 
week’s intematfonal motor show 
in nearby Birmingham, where they 
win fight for attention with the 
likes of Mercedes, BMW and 
Cadillac.

Filipino rebels reportedly 
kill 600 in purge this year 


MANILA ( Agencies) — Communist guerriUas in the 
Phflippines massacred 600 of their own men this 
year in a bloody attempt to pui^e the movement of 
informers^ a senior military commander said. 


The Philippine News Agency 
quoted Brig.-Gen. Mariano 
Adalem Wednesday as saying the 
Communist New Peoples Army 
(NFA)had killed 60U comrades in 
mass executions in Mindanao. 

He told a military' command 
conference mass graves had been 
found on the southern island. The 
victims were suspected to be 
government agents or informers. 

Br^. Adalem. commander of 
the northern Mindanao region, 
said one grave found in Misamis. 
Oriental province, contained the 
remains of at least lUU people. 

Cbmmunist rebels have been 
fighting the Manila government 
for the past 17 years and clashed 
with troops continue de^itc calls 
from both sides for a ceasefire. 

More than 3.UU0 people have 
died in clashes this >’ear and the 
guerrilla campaign is particularly 
.severe in Mindanao. 

Brig. Adalem said the mass 
executions had frightened many 
prospective recruits and 
intelligence reports indicated the 
NPA regretted the killings. 

Ihe news agency quoted Brig. 
Adalem as saying the number of 
rebel fighters had gone down 
substantially in the past few 
months “because of setbacks 
suffered fmm their own operation

Amnesty: Hundreds tortured 
and killed in Bangladesh 


LONDON (AP) — Amnesty 
Intematkinal said Wednesday 
that government forces in 
Bangladesh have killed or 
tortured hundreds of unarmed 
tribal villagers during the past 10 
years. 

In a 3S-page report, the 
London-based international 
human rights organisation cited 
u4iat itsaid were tktailed accounts 
from witnesses of torture and 
killing of triia] villagers in the 
Chittagong Hill Tracts in south 
east Bangladesh. 

The report also said there had 
been “a marked increase in such 
human rights violations between 
February and May I9K6." 

Some of the alleged abuses arc 
said tn have taken place after 
clashes between an armed tribal 
group known as the Shanti Bahini 
and government forces. 

Successive governments have 
sou^t to resettle people from 
other areas of Bangladesh in the 
sparsely populated Chittagong 
Hill Tracts. I^r the past lU years, 
the Shanti Bahini have attacked 
military personnel and new 
settlers. 

Amnes^ Iniemaiional sakl 
unarmed tribal people have been 
killed during subsequent 
counter-insurgency operations 
tMiQeothers have been tortured to 
force them to mov'e to so-called 
“protected voices." 

Hie human r^ts group said it 
has repeatedly asked Bangladesh 
to investigate the all^d abuses. 


“They have ni>t lespimiled to 
Amnesty Intematkinal but have 
publicly maintained that no 
human rights abuses have 
occurred." the group said 

Amnesty International sakl its 
findings were hu.scd on 
informatkm received from people 
in Bangladesh. 

In one incident in -May, more 
than 20U trS>al people wore 
stopped by a unit of the 
Ban^adesh defence rifles as they 
tried to flee to India, the repon 
saki, 

“They were made to walk into a 


narrow vall^ between the villages

of Taidong and Comillatil 
where they were reportedly 
surrounded by sokliers who fired 
randomly into the group killing an 
unknown number of them." the 
report said. 

Amnesty In temational also said 
it has received reports that 
villagers have been tortured whUe 
being held prisoner in army and 
paramilitaxy camps. 

“The tortures reported include 
hanging upside do^ and being 
beaten, kept in trenches where 
boiling water was regularly 
sprinkled over the detainees, 
laving hot water poured into the 
moudi and nostrils, electric shocks 
and burning with d^rettes." 

Amnesty International called 
on the Ba^ladesh government to 
establish an independent 
commissioo to investigate the 
reports of tormre and kDIings in 
the Chittagong Hill Tracts. 


U.S. to exceed SALT II 
ceding in mid-November 


WASHINGTDN (APJ - Ihe 
U.S. Air Force is moving up tu 
Nov. 1 1 the date for exceeding the 
SALT 11 treaty limit on strategic 
bombers carrying air-launched 
cruise missiles, administration and 
coi^ressionai sources sav. 

Ibat might mean scuttling a key 
pnwtsion of the most recent major 
li.S.-Soviet arms control accord 
before President Ronald Reagan 
and Sitvict leader .Vlikhail 
Gorbachev could hold a full-scale 
summit in Washington. 

Hiey will meet in Iceland this 
weekend. But the Reagan 
administration describes the 
session as a preparatory une. with 
no major arms limitation 
agreements to be signed. 

Inilialiy. the air force wa.s 
scheduled to equip its J31st 
bomber with cruise missiles in 
November, surpassing the SALT 
II ce il ing of J .32U on 
multiplc-wa^cad missiles and 
bombers that carry cruises. 

However, in August, the 
sdieduleforthe 1 3 1st bomber was 
slowed down to late December. 
The Reagan administratkin said 
the move was based on “ tedin'icai 
reasims.' 


'That raised the ptn>sibility of 
holding a Reagan-Gorbachev 
summit meeting in Washinghin 
with the treaty still intact. 

In the last few days, however, 
the date was shifted again, to Nov. 
11. 

'“'i'he air force toM us it's firm," 
an administratkm official, who 
insisted on anonymity, said 
Tuesday. A key congresskinal 
aide, who also spoke on condition 
he not be named, confirmed the 
^ange. 

The IV7V Strategic Anns 
Limitation Treaty was never 
ratified by the Senate. Although 
Mr. Reagan campaigned against 
it. he pledged as president to 
observe its terms. 

In May. Mr. Reagan accused 
the Soviets of violating the treaty. 

At the same time he said the 
United States would retire two 
Poseidon nuclear submarines in 
order to stay below the ceiling of 
1 .2UU on missiles with multiple 
warheads. But he said the 
uimbined limit on such missiles 
and cruise-bearing bombers 
would be breached unless the 
Soviets changed their behaviour.

“A new spiritual and apostolic 
vigonmsness is possible for the 
church in France." Pope John 
Paul concluded in remarks before 
departing rn>m Lyon.

“I'he young people sh«>wcd u 
beautiful confidence (in the 
church).'* he saki. referring lo 
Sunday's musing reception from 
French jouth in a Lyon soccer 
stadium, which akies described us 
u particularly poignant moincnl 
lor the ob-year-<»id HmlilT. 

In his murathon nuind ol 
iiicelings with French bishops, 
prie.sis. nuns and other church 
figures, the f^)pe repeatedly 
omnseled strict adherence to the 
l.-iith. saying doubt and 
“intellucluar teinptalkiiis" I'nnn 
iHiLside the chureh anikl prove 
"ruinous," 

But overall, he said those visits 
showed the French church's "sons 


and duiighteni have not forgotten 
their Christian history, their 


vocalkm. even surround^ by the 


fog of religkius indifference, of 
doubt." 

Vatican spokesman Jaoquin 
Navami, speaking on the ratum 
flight fmin Lyon lo Koine, m*ted 
lhal the Ripe had often expres.scd 
hopes for a French spiritual 
“springtime.'’ 

Saying the Pope was pleased by 
the trip. Navarm added, "now 
we're tx)t sure whether it's spring 
or full summer." 

French observers weren't sure 
whether the trip would reverse the 
steadily dwindling numbers of 
prie.sts and se minarians, or ensure 
obedience from an often skeptical 
flock. 

But most agreed that the 
hundreds of thousands of 
French men whti turned outforthe 
IVin tiffs masses and other public 
appearances - despite fears of 
terrorist attacks - spoke 
elDquentiy for his charisma and 
popularity. 

At his airport speech before 
leaving, the K>pe thanked French 
civil authorities for dtscnaetly and 
smoothly fuirilling the 
burdensome task of protecting 
him and pniyeJ the country would 
sueoetMTully dd^at teriurism. 

The Pontiff launched his French 
sojourn Saturday with a dramatic 
flourish, announcing he would 
seek a one-day truce among the 
world's warrkirs on OcL27.
